He 
was unaware that publicity in daily and 
soccer papers had ensured that his 
reputation was well Known before he 
arrived in the country, and that he was 
getting the same sort of coverage that 
established stars Maicolm Macdonald, 
Charlie George and Dixle Deans got 
when they came to play in Australia. 

Campbell is a small, tricky winger 
who likes te think of himself as a 


goalscorer as well as a goalmaker. 


Although he’s said to have the skills of 
Pele, Campbell says he's more like 
Tommy McLean, the Glasgow Rangers’ 
winger. 

He was 16 years old when he was 
given the ‘Pele’ tag. George picks up 
the story. 

“A local paper in Aberdeen 
organised an éxhibition of soccer skills 
in @ gymnasium,” said Campbell. “t 
went along and got the chance to do 
some tricks. | kept the ball up, flicked it 


up to my head and so on, and the’ 


people at the exhibition liked what | was 
doing. 


“Afterwards | was given a lot of 
publicity and the whole thing got out of 
hand. When | found out the papers had 
called me the ‘White Pele’ | wasn’t too 
happy. Unfortunately, the name has 
stuck with me since.” 


At the time, Campbell was on the 
ground staff at Aberdeen. He would 
work and train with the club during the 
week but on the weekends he'd have to 
travel 40 miles to play a game.

“You can’t blame Tony,” 
said Jim. “It’s the players’ 
fault.” 

However, coaches are in- 
variably blamed for poor per- 
formances by a team. It's 
cheaper to replace a coach 
than a whole team. 

Tansey, the comedian of 
the squad, isn’t as down- 
hearted as some of the other 
Alexander players. While 
Arthur McMillan, Peter Blas- 
by, Jim O’Rellly and Andy 
Bozikas, who were consistent 
performers fast season, 
Struggle to find form, Tansey 
is playing extremely well. 

“From a personal point of 
view,” he said, “I'm really en- 
joying this season. | know 
Tony was happy with the way 
Ym playing. 

“As for Andy Bozikas, | 
think that all the good write- 
ups he got at the start of the 
season affected him. He has 
the potential to be a brilliant 
player, but he’s a quiet lad, 
and the pressure Is obviously 
getting to him.” 

The 24-year-old Tansey is 
an easy-going sort of person. 
He was born in Liverpool and 
married in July last year. One 
of his attitudes that maybe 
sums him up is: “No matter 
how serious a situation is, 
there’s always time for a 
laugh. 

“} think we'll be back on the 
right track soon,” said Jim, 
“and then we can show what 
we can really do. 

“Everyone says it’s tough 
at the top but It sure isn’t easy 
at the bottom.” 

Tansey is in his~ second 
season with Alexander.

Tansey had been with 
Slavia for three seasons after 
coming to Australia in March, 
1974. 

it was natural that Tansey 
should play soccer. His father 
was a professional with 
Everton where he played 
more than 200 first-team 
games. 

Jim joined South Liverpool, 
a Northern Premier League 
team, after leaving school. 

“The N.P.L. wasn’t a ‘hack’ 
league,” said Tansey. “A lot of 
the players played in that 
league part-time, instead of 
playing full-time with a Fourth 
Division team, where the 
wages weren't too high.” 

The N.P.L. and vhe slightly 
stronger Southern League 
are the best two competitions 
in England outside the top 
four professional divisions. 

“| started out with South 
Liverpool's youth team,” sald 
Jim, “then I got into the firsts. 

Tansey was 17 at tbe time 
and soon he was to get a 
crack at the big time. 

“A scout from Liverpool 
came to our house and invited 
me to a month-long trial with 
the club,” sald Jim. “However, 
Liverpool decided not to sign 
me up at the end of the 
month. | wasn't good enough. 
} don't believe in making ex- 
cuses.” 

He returned to South Liver- 
pool. Other players who are 
now playing in Australia, and 
who played in the N.P.L., are 
Dave Harding (Western 
Suburbs-Sydney), Steve 
Moore (Western Suburbs- 
Melbourne), John Cain 
(Slavia), Steve Bennie 
(Slavia) and Steve McCombe 
(Croydon City). 

Tansey found out that a 
club in Australia was looking 
for players. He decided to 
take a chance and go. With 
him went Dave Webb, and 
McCombe and his wife. 
However, Tansey nearly quit 
Australia after anly a few 
days. 

“We were promised a job 
and accommodation by 
Slavia,” said Jim, “but we 
were put in this run-down 
hotel in Fitzroy, and given a 
copy of Saturday's ‘Age’ to 
help us find a job. My father 
had said that if | didn't like it 
here that all | had to do was 
ring and he'd get me back 
home. ' 

I wasn’t far from ringing 
him. The place was so 
depressing and the month we 
were there was the worst of 
my life.”

Tansey said that something 
should be done to prevent 
Australian clubs bringing out 
players and treating them In 
this way- 

“Australian soccer will get a 

bad name in the eyes of 
overseas soccer federations 
otherwise,” said Tansey. 
' “& club should be limited to 
three or four imported players 
per year. Then the club might 
‘take better care of the 
players.” 

Tansey stuck it out in 
Australia, mainly because of 
the guidance of former State 
League great Johnny 
Sanchez, who was coaching 
Slavia when Tansey joined. 

“Johnny was like a father to 
me,” said Jim. “He’s always 
giving me advice, and has 
helped me a lot. He’s the best 
fella I've met in Australia.” 

Tansey’s soccer career in 
Australia has been successful 
so far. In his first season in the 
State League he was seleqted 
for Victoria, and played in the 
State’s 2-1 win over the tour- 
ing Bristol Rovers of England. 

The next season he earned 
a calf-up to the national team 
and made his debut against 
the USSR. 

“A lot of people said: ‘How 
can Tansey play for 
Australia?’” said Jim, “but 
they had seen me playing in 
front of only two men and a 
dog in State League games. 

“When you play infront of a 
big crowd with good players, 
it lifts you. That's how the 
Philips League has helped lift 
the standard of Australian 
soccer.” 

Tansey played three games 
for Australia against the US- 
SR, but says he has doubts 
about how long he'd last in 
the team. 

“We had Harry Williams at 
left back, and Peter Wilson at 
sweeper,” said Tansey. “if | 
was to hold my place it would 
be at the expense of one of 
those two, who were very

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good players. It made it hard 
for me.” 

‘1976 was by far Tansey's 
best year at Slavia, and could 
turn out to be the best year of 
his career. He won the 
Rothmans Medal and the Bill 
Fleming Medal, two awards 
for the top player in the State 
League. The only other player 
to achieve that double is 
John Gardiner, who did It In 
1972 with George Cross. 

Tansey was selected for the 
Socceroos’ world tour later 
that year. 

“Getting picked for the tour 
was a real bonus,” said 
Tansey. “Il was going to go 
back home for a holiday dur- 
ing Christmas 1976, but the 
tour ended in England in 
November, so | just stayed on 
while the rest of the lads 
returned home.” 

One of the early games on 
the tour was the most 
memorable to Tansey. 

“We played Singapore in 
this fantastic stadium In Kuala 
Lumpur,” said Jim. “It was 
about 34 degrees when we 
kicked off, and there was a 
crowd of around 50,000. We 
won the game 1-0.” 

The Australians also played 
a game in China in front of 
80,000 people. 

On the -European leg, the 
Socceroos met top Dutch side 
P.S.V. Eindhoven. 

“P.S.V. is the best team 
I've ever played against,” 
sald Tansey. “It was good to 
watch the way the Eindhoven 
players pushed the ball 


Opp 
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around and covered for each 
other all the time. 

“The full back might go on 
an overlap and stay in the at- 
tack for five minutes because 
he Knows there's someone 
covering for him.” 

Rene van der Kerkoff and 
Ralf Edstroem were two 
P.S.V. players who caught 
Tansey’s eye. . 

In England the Socceroos 
played Sunderland and Bir- 
mingham. Tansey replaced 
the injured Doug Utjesenovic 
after 30 minutes in the 
Sunderland game, and 
played a full game against 
Birmingham. 

“Trevor Francis of Bir- 
mingham was incredible,” 
Said Tansey. 


However, Tansey says that: 


Jimmy Neighbour, the former 
Spurs, now Norwich City 
winger, was his moat difficult 


onent. 

“| played against him when 
Victoria played Spurs in 
Melbourne,” said Jim. “He 
gave me the run-around that 
day with his body swerves 
and ball skills. He made two 
of Spurs’ goals by beating me 
and sending over inch-pesfect 
crosses.” 

After the world tour, Tansey 
was reunited with his tamily 
for the first time in three 
years. He also got back with 


_ his girlfriend, who was later to 


become his wife. 

Tansey came back to 
Australia in January 1977, 
and had a lot of things on his 
plate, which affected his form. 





“| had to find a job, set the 
date for my wedding, fix up 
my transfer from Slavia, buy a 
car and find a place to live. 
All the pressure just bullt up 
and then the Australian team 
Started to assemble for the 
World Cup games,” he sald. 

“During the season | was 
dropped by coach John 
Margaritis. Like I've said, | 
don't believe in making ex- 
cuses, but | wasn't given a fair 
go in this case. | was in camp 
with the Australian team for 
the South Korea game in 
Sydney, returned to 
Melbourne and Margaritis 
told me |! was dropped 
because | didn't train with the 
rest of the team! 


“However, at the start of 
this season | had no worries. 
My wife is great in that 
respect. She never complains 
about me being away inter- 
State with Alexander or the 
national team, and that 
means | don’t get the pres- 
sure that a lot of other P.S.L. 
players get from their wives.” 


Although Tansey’s place in 
the Alexander team is secure, 
some of his team-mates 
aren't too sure what the future 
holds for them. 


“Maybe the club will get the 
axe out soon,” said Tansey, 
“but once we start playing 
together everything will be all 
right. When you're ‘on the bot- 
tom every little thing is blown 
up. Once on top, the little 
things are forgotten.”

Midfielders Rivelino and Zico and coach 
Claudio Coutinho are the men all of Brazil is 
relying upon to bring the World Cup trophy 
home to Rio for the fourth time. 


Rivelino, 32, played in the 
tournaments of 1974 when 
Brazil finished fourth, and 
1970 when Brazil beat Italy 4- 
7 in the final. He is the team 
leader, the midfield maestro, 
who hits long, low passes to 
send team mates scorching 
goaiwards, and who has’ 
almost supernatural power 
over free kicks. 

Who will forget the briiliant 
goal he scored against East 
Germany in the 1974 finals? 
Jairzinho lined up in the Ger- 
mans’ defensive wall, and ina 
well-rehearsed ploy, he 
ducked to provide a gap 
through which Rivelino drove . 
his free kick. 

Rivelino is almost too Im- 
portant to Brazil. What would 
happen should he be injured? 
Would Brazil collapse the 
way it did after Pele was 
kicked out of action by the 
Portuguese in England in 
1966? 

Rivelino’s value Is expres- 
sed in money terms by his 
club Fluminense who recently 
signed him to a new contract. 
His signing-on feo was 
$75,000, his monthly salary 
for the first year $5500, and 
for the second year $7500. 
This does not include 
bonuses! 

He joined Fluminense for a 
transfer fee of about $1 
million in 1974. 

Zico is an irrepressible at- 
tacking player operating from 
midfield. He has lightning fast 
acceleration and dribbles ex- 
pertly into the box before un- 
leashing his powerful shot. 

He scored five goals in a re- 
cent match against a State 
selection and got four in 
Brazil's 8-0 victory over 
Bolivia in their World Cup 
qualifying match. 

From a poor family, Zico 
had to be put through a body- 
building, course before he 
could properly tackle normal 
training sessions. 





Zico plays for Flamengo 
which spotted him when he 
scored nine goals in a six-a- 
side game against Pele’s club 
Santos. 

Coach Coutinho, the other 
man so important in Brazil's 
World Cup plans, took over 
from Oswaldo Brandao who 
resigned after Brazil's 
scoreless draw with Colombia 
in the first qualifying game. 

A former Army captain 
Coutinho was in charge of 
Brazil’s 1976 Olympic team 
which finished fourth in 
Montreai. 

Coutinho has proved 
himself a more than capable 
leader — a deep-thinking 
man, with a confident ap- 
proach despite incredible 
pressure from a_ fanatical 
Press which constantly de-

When it won the World 
Cups in 1958, 1962 and 1970, 
Brazil had unbelievable 
players with uncanny ball 
skills, great scoring ability 
and a child-like love for taking 
on opponents, beating them 
and showing their beloved 
tricks in unbridled attacks. 

All that changed In 1974. 
The then coach, former 
winger Marlo Zagalo, had few 
of such players, and so, to 
combat the Européan ap- 
proach, he copied it. In place 
of Inventiveness and flair, we 
had dour defence and lots of 
fouls. 

Coutinho has been able to 
relax the defensive approach 
to a degree because Zico, 
Cerezo and Dirceu have 
emerged from the old mould 
to add their great skills to 
those of Rivelino. Clearly, this 
is a much more entertaining 
team than the 1974 version. 

Of his immediate World 
Cup opponents, Coutinho has 
the highest regard for Austria, 
although other judges rate: 
Spain much more. highly. 
Sweden seems to be out of 
contention in the eyes of most 
critics, despite the Swedes’ 
good 3-1 win over West Ger- 
many. 

Let's have a look at some of 
Brazil's recent achievements. 

Last year, on home soll, the 
Brazilians achieved the 
following results: v. England 
0-0, v. West Germany 1-1, v.

“It is 
necessary to unite the In- 
dividual talent with team 
work and ail this with an ade- 
quate physical preparation 
nd until Brazil attains this 
ombination it will not get 
ositive results against the. 
est European teams. Here 
always rely on the players’ 
doubted individual skills to 
ercome all problems but 
that's a big mistake.” 

Moreira also criticised the 
lack of speed of most of the 
Brazilian players, which 
makes it hard for them to 
mount surprise attacks. 

Soviet coach Valentin 
Nikolaiey said after Brazil had 
beaten his team 2-0, that 
although the Brazilians 
deserved to win, they were too 
slow and had no outstanding 
players Iilke the Peles, 
Garrinchas, and Didis of the 
past.

As for Brazil's general play- 
ing style, it was best enun- 
ciated by former coach 
Osvaldo Brandao. 

“The present outfit is a 
team in the usual Brazilian 
style,” he sald. “The two flank 
defenders go up well into at- 
tack; one marking half (a kind 
of sweeper) and two to attack 
and the wings stay well on the 
line. There are also players 
with real ability who kick the 
ball well, such as Nelinho, 
Rivelino, Zico and Marinho 
and that helps a lot. The 
system is well known and it's 
up to the players to carry it 
out well.” 

As everyone knows, Brazil 
has dominated worid football 
more than any other country. 

With 29 wins and 109 goals 
in its 45 games in World Cup 
finals tournaments; Brazil is 
more accomplished than any 
other nation. It has won the 
Cup three times, finished se- 
cond once, third once and 


fourth once and reached the 


final round four times. Se- 
cond and third in the all-time 
top placings are West Ger- 
many and Italy, which have 
both won the Cup twice. 

The 1958 Brazilian team 
that won the final 5-2 against 
Sweden is still regarded as 
the finest national team ever 
assembled.
